Mr Tli-:MI SIR: 


The past few years have developed 


such a marked advance in science of Veter- 
inary Surgery,that it has led me to aprop- 
ur consideration of 
the importance of 


prnper tieatment of our Faithful Fripnd, 
(the horse) and his teeth. Sometimes the 
teeth of a horse present irregularities, 
some of the teeth are too long, or become 
ragged. As a consequence, the tongue or 
cheeks are wounded, and the horse eats 
imperfectly, has pain, drops or "quits" his 
food.

The case in tnany ways recalls tin 


arrest and trial of United States Senate 
Keiiney, of Delaware, for planning witl 
W. W. Boggs, ot the First Nationa 
Bank of Dover, to embezzle fuuds o 
that bank. 
The jury disagieed on 


Keoney's u'rst trial. His second trial is 
set for this month. 


The allhlavit upon which the warrants 


were sworn out was made by Detective 
Clurles 1?. Myers, au attache to the dis- 
trict attorney's office. 


Hopkins, who is named in theaflidavit 


committed 'suicide last March, and an 
examination of the bank's condition then 
made showed that the bank's assets 
were impaired. 
The bank went into 


liquidation, aud President James Mc- 
Xlaues obligated himself peisonally to 
piotectall creditors. At that time tue 
deposit of State funds amounted to 
S-iOj.OOO, which amount has since been 
paid into the Siate tieasury by Mr.

Hopkins, cashier of the People's Bank, to 
make aii illegal use of the State funds de- 
posited in the hank. 
The testimony 


irought out, which consisted largely of 
etters and telegrams from Senator Quay 
aud State Treasurer Hay wood to Hopkins, 
was of a decidedly interesting character in 
ta revelations, and was considered by 
Magistrate Jermon strong enough to war- 
•ant him in holding the defendants in 
33,000 hail each lor the November term of 
>ourt. Mr. Ilaywood was not present, 
being still in the West, and will be given 
a hearing latpr. 


The testimony adduced by District At- 


iorney Graham from three witnesses went 
;o show that Senator Quay was closely 
associated with Cashier Hopkina in stock 
ipecnlations, and that, although no inter- 
est was received by the Commonwealth 
on State funds, such interest was carefully 
computed, and was divided into three 
equal parts. Entries in a book fonnd in 
Cashier Hopkins' desk showed that a 
portion was credited to M. S. Quay and 
mother to C. H. McKee. The little entry, 
'Paid to C. H. McKee," found in this 
jook, was all the evidence produced to 
connect that gentleman with the case, 
and, Magistrate Jermon, not feeling justi- 
fied in holding him for Court on ench 
light information, bad concluded to give 
ihu a further hearing, when-be voluntar- 
ly waived that privilege and entered bail 
or Court with the others.

THE FORGOTTEN GRAVE O 


LA FAYJKTTE. 


In the city of Paris there is a oonven 


and garden known through the icumortb 
Hugo's "Lea Miserablea." It is th 
convent of the Petit Piepus. In th 
grounds of this convent ia a small eeme 
tery where nearly 1,500 victims of th 
guillotine were buried indiscriminately 
Here also repose the bones of.La Fayett 
beside those of his wife, who wished t 
be buried there. The rfeating-place o 
La Fayette, generally unknown and foi 
gotten, is marked only by a. plain granit 
slab. Upon a register kept by tbe con 
cierge of the convent there are inscribe 
the names of but a small number of cas 
ual visitors. 


In view of these facts the "LaFayett 


Memorial Commission" has been forme 
for the purpose of erecting a mouumen 
to the memory of La Fayette as a twen 
tieth century tribute from the people o 
this nation, to be unveiled July 4,1900 
and thus grandly celebrate TJuited State 
Day at tbe Paris Exposition. It is pro 
posed that Dtie cost of tbe undertaking 
which is estimated to approximate 
quarter of a million dollars, shall be de 
flayed by small contributions securei 
through the' agency of the school chil 
dren ot our land. 


The dedication of this monument, ae 


cured and built through the efforts o 
the young people of Aineiiea. will make 
conspicuously resplendent our Uuite< 
Slates Day at the Pans Exposition o 
1900 
No other country will find such a 


basis tor the celebration of ita nationa 
day in Paris; but all tbe nations of the 
earth will unite with this republic in the 
dedication of thin beautiful memorial, a 
tribute which shall forever mark the 
lave of La Fayette, whose memory i. 


consecrated in the hearts of men. 


It requires no Argument to convince 


the liberty-loving people of America of 
the far-reaching value of this most Dt 
,ing, opportune and significant move- 
ment. It will promote patriotism anc 
cnplaut in the minds ot! our young gen- 
eration, from the Atlantic to t,he PaciQc 
a broader knowledge of their country's 
history. It is asked that October 19, 
1898, be observed as "Li Fayette D.iy 
n every school district throughout our 
and, when our children will be told tbe 
story of our struggle for liberty, and 
hey may then contribute their help and 
pennies in memory of their nation's de- 
'eoder. 


The following is a brief recital of the 


recognition saown La Fayette by our na- 
iion in the past: 


"By Congress, upon the occasion of 


lis departure from America in 1784, it 
extended him a national farewell. 


"By the States of Virginia and Mary- 


and, in the same year, passing acts mak- 
ng him and his heirs forever citizens ol 
.heir respective common wealths. 


"By Washiugton, when, constminetl 


as chief of a nation to be silent and pas- 
ive toward a friendly power, he broke 
all precedents, aud personally addressed 
ibe Emperor of Germany in behalf ol 
ihe release of La Fayette from the dun- 
geons of Olmutz. 


"By Congress when it voted him a 


iword and passed resolutions commend 
ng him in the highest possible terms to 
he King of France. 
"By the reception given La Fayette 


upon the occasion of bis visit to Amer- 
ca in 1S23, ou which occasion Congress 
gave him an ollicial reception in the hall 


tbe House of Representatives; and 


when, as the historian states, the people 
ontended with the horses for the honoi 
if drawing his carriage, aud when, fin- 
,lly, Congress presented him with an ap- 
propriation of $200,000, a township of 
and, built aud named in bis honor a 
man-of-war, the Brandywine, and ten 
ered the same to him for his convey- 
nee home,

"And also by the action of France, 


which, having through the iniluence of 


Fayette, loaned us 27,000,000 livres,

A reader of the DispaMi writes a let- 


ter enthusiastically applauding its re- 
cent editorial utterances. The letter he 
states, "is not written for publication, 
but simply to indorse your stand for 
honesty in public affairs." But as the 
etter indicates a necessity for clearly 
defining the stand of the JJispatcli on 
present questions we feel justified in 
quoting the part of it bearing on these 
points, as follows: 


"I could not resist ibe desire to ap- 


plaud yoni persistent, consistent stand 
against the war, and also against politi- 
..al machines—with a single exception, 
. e., you encourage the support of Jenks. 


•Is the loco-foco machine less obcox- 


ous to honest men, than the Republi- 
can V Can we hops for more true or 
loneat government from the one than 
he other? "What's the matter with 
Swallow V" Is he not "all right"—and 
honest and fearless withal." 


As touching on the first point, m or- 


der to avoid misunderstanding it seems 
necessary to tell our friend that the 
Dispatch 
has not taken any stand 


•against the war." 
It has warmly and 


consistently supported the war, as pledg- 
ed by the declarations under which it 
was started, to be a war for civilization, 
lumanit.y and freedom. It will give the 
ame support to any other war, for the 
ame cause and in which the duty is as 
learly laid upou this Government as it 
was in the caie of Cuba. But when it 
s pioposed to violate those high pledges 
ind to ignore the principles on which 
his Government is founded, by pervert- 
ng it into a campaign of military con- 
uest for the enrichment of politicians 


and speculators, the Dispatch will always 
le found in opposition to any such prop- 
si tion. 
More extended comment is called for 
the inquiries of our reader concerning 


he "loco-foco machine" and the respec- 
ive claims of George A Jenks and Silas i 


Swallow. We do not know of any 


oco-foco machine in Pennsylvania that 
ias such control of State affairs as the 
Republican machine. The Democratic 
arty has its share of selfish and greedy 
jolilieians, no doubt. But so long aa 
be ouly hope of that party for success 
n Pennsylvania lies in the candidacy of 
men like Jenks and Pattison it cannot 
e obuoxioua to those who only wish to 
ee men of high character in high office 


As to the honesty of Swallow, taking 


tie term in its meaning of auperioiity to 
articipation in stealing, we believe that 
Mr. 8 .vallow ia honest, but he is no more 
o than Jenka. Taking the term in the 
arger sense of scrupulous justice to 


others, the readiness to charge that any 
one who does not devote himself to the 
advancement of the Swallow movement 
is a secret ally of the Slate machine 13 in 
some of its aspects the reverse of honest. 
We do not know how far Mr. Swallow 
may be responsible for that aspect, but 
we do aflirrn that, as practiced by the 
mfluneces behind him, the persistent 
falsehood that Jenko is a Quay man and 
Standard Oil candidate is rank dishon- 
esty. 


Beyond and aside from these especial 


aspects the Dhpatch believes that there 
tire controlling inlluences which should 
govern the action of men who place hon- 
est and good government above party. 
Fiist, the duty of supporting a parly 
when it makes a good nomina'ion is ae 
impelatiye as the duty of voting against 
it when it makes a bad one. The Dii- 
patch has taught the principle of inde- 
pendent action involved in votingagainst 
a party whose ticket represents broken 
faith, spoils and corruption; and it is 
bound to follow the logical conclusion 
that when a party makes a nomination 
that means integrity, ability and up- 
rightness, it is the equal duty of indepen- 
dents to vote for it. Next, any intelli- 
gent conception of good government 
must take into consideration, in addition 
to the moral qualities of the candidates, 
their mental abilities, their knowledge 
ot public affairs and their training with 
regard to the principles of legislation. 
On this point theieis nocomparasion be- 
tween Jenk& and Swallow. 


An equally vital consideration is the 


duty of independent citizens to take the 
best opportunities offered to secure the 
election of honest officials. 
Ou this 


point the last election presented Che sit- 
uation as follows: There were 372.000 
Republican votes; there were 242 000 
Democratic votes; 119 000 Swallow votes 
and 439,000 voters as compared with the 
vote of 1896, who stayed at home, the 
majority ot them so dissatisfied with the 
choice presented to them that they 
would not vote at all. In such a situa- 
tion it is a vital necessity of reform that 
if the organization controlling the great- 
est vote nominates a candidate whose 
name is a guarantee of his superiority to 
machine dictation, and plants itself on a 
platform of State reform it is the duty 
of independent aud earnest men to sup- 
port it as the one feasible way of secur- 
ing what that class is after. 


That is independent duty as the Dis- 


patch sees it. With others who honestly 
aud conscientiously see their duty differ- 
ently it cannot quarrel for following 
their own convictions. But they incur 
the hazard of being responsible for the 
failure to elect an upright, independent 
and able Governor. Every man knows 
that it was impossible to bring the 242 - 
000 Democratic votes to a Prohibition 
candidate, while if the object of securing 
good government were not hampered by 
personal ambitions it should not be hard 
to bring the independent vote to the sup- 
port of Jenks. 


Our friend further expresses the hope 


of seeing a ' good government party" 
with the Dispatch in the forefront of 
such a party. If a good government 
party should be developed on broad, in- 
telligent and practicable lines, it would 
undoubtedly command the approval of 
this paper. But if a party, claiming to 
be tor good government, is so lacking 
either in intelligence or disinterestedness 
that it will not utilize such opportunities 
as that offered by the Domination of 
George A. Jenks it can have no claim 
on the support of the Dispatch.

Mr. Wanamaker did not enter that Sen- 
atorial contest with every advantage. He 
had command of unlimited wealth with 
which to debauch the politics of Penn- 
sylvania.

General Hartranft in Bronze. 
The equestrian statute of Gen. John 


F. Hartranft, done by F. Wellington 
Rockstuhl for the capital at Harrisburg, 
was shown recently at the Henry-Bon- 
nard foundry in West Sixteenth street, 
New York. The statute is intended to 
represent Gen. Hartranft as be appeared 
at the close of the war. He is represent- 
ed in the act of returning to his native 
town. Laurels and palms thrown there 
by his people lie on the base of tbe 
statue, and over these his horse steps 
proudly. The horse is heroic in treat- 
ment as well aa in size. The figure of 
the rider is firmly poised, and the 
dignity of tbe statue as well as its sug- 
gestion of an antique idealism, rather 
than the mere reproduction of a con- 
temporary man on horseback, probably 
distinguish it more than any other 
qualities. 
But it is spirited as well. 


Tbe statue is nearly fourteen feet high. 
It will be mounted on a pedestal of tbe 
game height made of polished red gran 
ite. This will stand at tbe bead of i 
flight of atone stairs which will lead up 
to a plaza in front of the canitol.

THE COMING ELECTION. 


By reason of the complicated condi- 


tion of affairs in politics this fall there 
may be some voters who do not readily 
discern, their duty.

In his speech here Friday aweefc ago 


Mr. Jenks showed that the Machine boasts 
that the cost ot the State government 
ia gotten from the corporations, which if 
true, would be small consolation to the 
average taxpayer. This, because of the 
total taxes collected in the state, only 
about $12,000,000 are collected by the 
state, while $38,000,000 are collected by 
the counties, municipalities, etc., and the 
bargain of ihe Machine with the corpora- 
tions is that, if they pay the state tax they 
shall be exempt from all other forms of 
taxation. In other words, the pwplepav, 
aa county and municipal taxation, more 
than three times as much as is collected aa 
state tax. 
The people pay all, indirectly, 


of course, and directly they pay in this 
way more than $3 00 for every $1.00 that 
passes into the hands of the State Treasur- 
er. Under the Democratic party, before 
the war, and in every other State of the 
Union, the corporations pay their full 
share of local as well as state taxation, so 
that the rule in Pennsylvania is a favor to 
the corporations rather than to the people. 


.Kiit it is not true, as the Machine apol- 


ogists seek to show, that the corporations 
pay all the state tax.

This completely explodes the contention 


of the Machine that.the corporations pay 
all, even of the state taxes. They pay, as 
the foregoing figures show, but little more 
than half of them. 
Of the $50,000,000 


collected by all the tax levying authorities 
in 189U they contributed something less 
than $7,000,000 and the people, chiefly 
the owners of real estate, something more 
than $43,000,000, so that ag tax-yieldera 
the people, whose aggregate property is 
worth very little more than that of the 
corporations, are made to give up, under 
Machine rule, 'over six dollars for every 
one dollar surrendered by the corporations. 


It is notorious that everywhere the poor 


man's cottage or the small farmer's hold- 
ing ig assessed at a far greater percentage 
of its real value than are the larger prop- 
erties of wealthy individuals and corpora- 
tions. It is the poor man, therefore, that 
is moat injured by the Machine taxation 
system. He pays in tax many times aa 
much in the first instance and iu one way 
or other ia made to pay it all in the final 
summing up 
The Democratic party does 


not believe in further taxing anybody. 
The Republican Machine, on the other 
hand, ia busily engaged in devising new 
schemes of taxation to meet their steals 
and extravagances.

ingafight with the Pillager Indians in Uin- 
neKOsa on Wednesday. On receipt of 
these advices Secretary Algor ordered re- 
enforcements sent to the scene at once on 
a special train, if necessary, and with a 
(rjtiing gun, if needed. 


Marshall O'Coaner and Inspector Tinker 


had been conferring with the Bear Island 
Indians, a branch of the Chippewas, in 
the hope of getting them to surrender 
some men wanted by the officials ; but the 
Indians lefused to give them up. Tne 
Marshall then rerolved to take the men by 
force, and called for assistance from the 
military, and a detachment from the 3rd 
Infautrv was ordered to his aid from 
Walker. 


The battle aroused all this country. 
In Wednesday's engagement, the Gov- 


ernment loss was : Major Wilkinson, one 
sergeant, three privates and Kay-Bay- 
Oway-Tish, chief of the Indian police, 
killed. 
The Indiana had four killed. 


A dispatch of the 7th says : 
Brigadier General Bacon returned to 


Walker from Bear Island shortly after 
noon to-day. 
He says he has the Pillagers 


whipped and does not need reinforcements. 
The Indians have scattered in war canoes 
to other islands he declares, and at several 
points along the lake were seen white flags 
of surrender. 


He had a terrible fight with the savages, 


who charged from the enclosure on them. 
Seven soldiers were kilted. 


(-Jeneral Bacon thinks one of the Indians 


killed by a sharpshooter was Bug-Ah-Ma- 
Ge-Sbig, who was the cause of the whole 
trouble, other Indians having taken him 
by force from the deputy marshals, who 
were taking him to Dnlu'th as a witness in 
an illegal liquor selling case. 


Dispatches in this morning's papers 


from many points in Northern Minnesota 
indicate that the towns are terror-stricken 
for fcar of attacks by the hostile Chippawa 
Indians. 
General Bacon says the situation 


is serious. 


Waiiaaiaker Answers 
Peurose. 


Brief and Pointed Answer t«> the Senator's 


Speeoh, 


Ex-Postmaster John Wanamaker was 


questioned last Wednesday upon 
the 


charges made against him by Senator Pen- 
rose in the latter's speech at Huntingdon, 
Pa., on Tuesday. Mr. Penrose declared 
that Mr. Wanamaker's "political repre- 
sentative" made an offer of $250,000 to 
Senator Quay, through the latter'a son, 
Richard, for Quay's support in electing 
Mr. Wanamaker to succeed Don Cameron 
as United States Senator ; and that Mr. 
Wanaomker and his representatives were 
guilty of "deliberative and unblushing de- 
bauchery of the Legislature." 


"I have read the speech," said Mr.

Information reached Washington last 


Friday that Senor D. Nicolas Rivera, editor 
of El Diaro de Let Marina, the official or- 
gan of Genera] Blanco in Havana, has left 
that city and is on bis way to Washington, 
where he is expected to arrive within a 
few days. Hia purpose in coining to 
Washington at this time is to lay before 
President McKinley and the State Depart- 
ment a petition signed by several hundred 
ol the most prominent and wealthy plant- 
era in Cuba, the majority ol them Span- 
iards and owning large tracts of sugar 
lands on the island, asking that Cuba be 
annexed to the United States. 


The petition which Senor Kivera bears 


recites at length the conditions in Cuba 
with respect to the inland district, and ex- 
presses the fear of the planters that, as 
many of them are Spaniards, having large 
interests at stake, they will not oe safe 
under an independent government of the 
Cubans. Many of the plantations have 
been destroyed in the three yeara' war 
and the land has been laid waste, but 
there is a determination, now that the 
struggle is ended, to re-establish the plan- 
tations and rebuild the mills. Before do- 
ing this the owners of the estates wish to 
know that they will be secure and that 
their property will be protected.

Just before the hearing cloae'l Attorney 


Rnfus E. Shapley, who represented tbe 
defendants, after examining the books 
where the interest on State funds was 
computed, declared the entries asserting to 
wbom the amounts were paid to be in dif- 
ferent handwriting from the other entries, 
and lie inferred that they had been intro- 
duced since the death of the cashier. To 
this inference District Attorney Graham 
paid little notice, simply asserting that 
there was no reason for crediting such a 
su3picion. 


There waa no attempt on the District 


Attorney's part to show that the dealings 
of tbe three defendants with Cashier Hop- 
kins resulted in loasea or had any part in 
tbe subsequent failure uf tbe bank. On 
the contrary, lie argued that tbe crime, if 
there was any, consisted in misusing the 
funds, and that it made no difference 
whether tbe operations were successful 
and the money returned or not.

of the letters written in the Senator's 
characteristic style, caused much amuse- 
ment in the audience, particularly the 
telegram which assured Hopkiua that if he 
would effect a certain transaction ha—the 
Senator—would "shake the plum tree.1''

Tan minutes before the hour set for the 


hearing, an unusual ripple of excitement 
and comment announced the arrival of the 
distinguished defendants.

back—or was pushed back—by the vigor- 
ous police jnsfc far enough to make a pas- 
sageway for tbe Quay party, which was 
headed by Rufus E. Shapley. 
Senator 


Quay waa tbe next to Follow. He hesi- 
tated a moment before stepping to tbe 
chair pointed out to bim by Mr. Shapiey. 
When be reached his chair, and before he 
took bis seat, the Senator straightened 
himself, threw up his head, and took a 
cairn, cool survey of his surroundings. 
This gave the crowd an opprutunity to 
take a good look at the man who for the 
first time in his long public career had 
been called to a police court to defend his 
integrity and honor. 


Tbe Senator was dressed in a natty suit 


of gray Cheviot. Across hia vest front re- 
posed a heavy gold chain, attached to 
which was a large bloodstone charm. 
Thia bauble seemed to serve as a safety- 
valve for Senator Quay's nervous energy, 
for be constantly toyed with it. An ex- 
pansive collar—which did not wilt as the 
fierce legal battle waged about bim—and 
a blue tie, youthful und pronounced, com- 
pleted a model warm weather outfit. Af- 
ter tlm first careful glance about him, tbe 
Republican leader became oblivious to all 
bis surroundings. For a long time he re- 
mained in this attitude, and only relaxed 
when a Beaver county friend, svho bad 
foiged to the front, shook bauds and ex- 
tended friendly compliments. 
Although 


theSenatoraat mostly throughout the pro- 
ceedings witli downcast eyea, he indicated 
by a quick raising of the head every once 
in a while that he waa fully awake toevery 
point made in the impoitant proceedings. 


The other two defendants, Richard K. 


Quay and Charles II. Mclvee, accompanied 
by Lieutenant Governor Lyon, took seats 
on the opposite pide of the table. Tbe 
son, who in a black-haired, black-mona- 
tacbed yontli, dressed in extremely good 
taste, attracted almost as much of the gen- 
eral attention as his distinguished father.

"Dick" Quay one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, the modest son of bis father blushed 
furiously as the crowd hitched forward to 
get a better look at this youth who could 
command such a princely sum. 


District Attorney Graham appeared to 


be at hia best, and coolly sent back shot 
after shot of cutting sarcasm in a clear, 
firm voice. Only at one stage of tbe pro- 
ceedings did be^ppear to have loat per- 
fect self-control. 
It was shortly after the 


proceedings had begun, when be vehem- 
ently denied that he intended to use bull- 
clo/.ing tactics, and boldly accused Mr. 
Shapley of having made covert threats at 
him on tbe street. The handsome face of 
the District Attorney was livici with rage, 
and, with a shaking fist, he hurled de.fi- 
ance at bis legal adversary. 


Tbe effect of thia scene upon tbe specta- 


tors was electrical. A murmur that al- 
most reached tbe dignity of a shout awept 
through the room, and tbe police were 
several minutes in restoring order.

this outbreak Senator Quav looked up

The Senator Denies Tliui-c Was Any Wrinig- 


Semttor Quay gave out a statement on 


Wednesday, of which the following is 
part: 


As to the charges themselves I have 


simply this to say—that they are absolutely 
false and wholly without foundation.

have always had an account with the

Profitable Feeding of Sugar Beets.' 
•was his opinion that beets are good too 
for cows, but aa the crop is a troublesom 
one to raise, it would hardly be profitab 
to feed beets entirely. Onr climate is nt 
adapted to a root crop, as is the .climate t 
England. While the latter country is no 
well adapted to the raising of corn, 
it is not warm enough, it is well suited t 
the raising of beets, because of sufh'cien 
moiature. Beets should be fed as a cond 
ment, chopped up and with some bran 
The cows are very fond of them, 
beets are a tender crop the ground shoul 
be in a proper condition when they ar 
first put out. 
Some people plant tl 


seeds in hot-beds and then tranaplan 
them, but as n rule this plan is not as sin 
cessful-as when the seeds are drilled int 
the ground. Beets should not be allowe 
$o freeze aa they will rot very quickly ai 
ter freezing. Eats are very fond of beel 
and will do great damage if allowed to ge 
at them. Mr. Forney did not aeem to b 
much in favor of raising beets for the eu 
gnr. He thought it would be more profil 
able to feed the beets to cows than to ae 
them at $3 a ton to the beet sugar factor)

FARM NOTES. 


COXCEKStSG MAST DIFFERENT SCB- 


JKCTS TN WHICH THE 
FARMER IS 


INTERESTED. 


Drainage is the best remedy against 


plants being thrown up by frost. All 
ditches should be cleansed out before 
winter in order to permit water to flow 
freely, and land that is not drained 
should be tiled while tbe weather is dry. 


At tbe Kansas Srataon it was found 


that a cubic inch of milk contained half 
a million germs, and that the germs 
multiplied so rapidly as to require eleven 
figures to ind'.ciite the 
number that 


would result from a single germ in 12 
hours; hence cleanliness and cooling the 
milk immediately »te important. I£ not 
cooled the bacteria ft ill double in num- 
ber in 20 minutes. It is claimed that if 
milk is kept at 40 degrees above zsro, it 
will remain sweet for a week, as the 
germs do not f?rowr at 30 degrees aud 
very slowly at 50 degrees, and ouly slow- 
ly at 60 degrees. If milk cau be kept at 
GO degrees it will be a great advantage. 


The claim is made at Cornell Univer- 


sity that the manure from one sheep foi 
a year is worth S3 17. If this claim is 
correct, the manure should pay for the 
cost of the sheep. Even i£ the manure 
is worth only one-halt as much as the 
sum stated, it will be very valuable for 
such a small animal as the sheep. 


Butter is a product that ekes not im- 


poverish the farm 
A ton of butter does 


not remove over 50 cents' worth of plant 
food from the farm. Being mostly car- 
bonaceous, it is produced from the ele- 
ments of the plants which is derived 
from the air through the functions ot the 
leaves. The farm that is devoted to the 
production of butter, and on which 
skimmed milk is used for pigs, will im- 
prove in fertility every year. 


It will cost more to purchase good 


thoroughbred stock than to grade up a 
common herd or flock, but the improve- 
ment will be much more rapid and a 
larger profit derived. It may require 
several years to gradually improve a 
common herd until it nearly reaches tbe 
excellence of tha pure breeds, but the 
farmer who desires to do so should save 
time by beginning with the thorough- 
breds. Time is money on the farm a° 
well as other pursuits. 


Experiments iu feeding and in com- 


puting the value of eggs show that it no 
estimate is made for labor one dozen 
eggs can be produced at a cost of about 
six cents for food, or about halE a cent 
per egg. If ill of the food allowed tc 
hens was converted into eggs the proBt 
on a dozen eggs would be large, even 
when prices are very low, but much de- 
pends on whether the hens convert the 
food into eggs, flesh or support of the 
bodies. 


The new tuberculosis law in Pennsyl- 


vania reveals that only about 1 per cent 
of cows coming from Ohio have proved 
tuberculous. A considerably larger pro- 
portion of tuberculous cattle have been 
found in shipments from other States, 
especially in those from Xew York, Xew 
Jersey, Maryland and Virginia 
Doctor 


Pearson, tbe State veterinarian, states 
that it appears from this that tubeiculo- 
sis is more prevalent in the E ist than in 
the West. This confirms opinions that 
have been generally held for a long time. 


In the purchase of fertilizers the fann- 


er has more difficulty than in any other 
duty, as he must rely largely upon the 
honesty of the manufacturers and foi 
that reason he should ouy only' from re- 
liable parties. Tne reliability of manu- 
facturers may not be known to all and 
mistakes may occur at the faotones. 
There is one plan that can be pursued, 
however, and which will be satisfactory 
to the manufacturers also, which is foi a 
number of farmers to co-opeiate io 
making comparative tests of all fertilizers 
procured by exchanging samples. The 
stations will analyze samples for farm- 
ers, but the batter plan is for each farm- 
er to make tests and thus educate him- 
self in the use of fertilizers and their 
effects upon plants by direct observation. 
Only one dollar expended for fertilizer 
for each farm, piovided several farmers 
will work together, will be sufficient. 


Clay makes a better stable floor than 


planks, for it contains a little dampness 
which is conducive to good feet, and the 
horse finds irregular!ties in its surface, 
and by placing the heels on the higher 
surface the tendons are relaxed, giving 
them needed rest, while iu plank floors 
the slant is backward, making the animal 
stand with the tendons alwa>s on a 
strain.—Farm Joitrnal.

Whenever a horse is sjkl the harness 


in which it has been used to woiking 
ought to go with the bargain. Xo two 
harnesses were ever made to fit alike, 
and especially where the pressure comes 
in on theshoulderor neck in drawing. 
The skin under the old harness has been 
gradually toughened by pressure on one 
spot. But with the new harness the 
pressure is shifted, it may be only an 
inch or two, but it comes where the skiu 
is tender and will break quickly when 
exposed to the collar. If tbe whole 
harness cannot go, be at least sure to 
secure the collar with any new horse 
purchased, ao that the animal can wo:k 
without being tortured. The collar once 
used for one horse ought never to be 
used for another.—American Cultievtoi: 


U is astonishing how much better a 


man knows how to do a thing after he 
has learned the reason why he does it. 
It pays to get right down into the liist 
principles of agriculture, and to learn 
how plant* grow, what the soil is made 
of and how the animals are built. A 
maa who has some knowledge of tlrs 
kiud is not likely to get carried away by 
hasty theories whicn look ridiculous at 
once to one who has gone below the 
surface of things.

the same time confined in another pen 
and fed daily on the same articles, but 
with one pint of very finely pulverized 
charcoal mixed with their food. These 
had also a plentiful supply of broken 
charcoal in their pen. The eight were 
killed the same day, and there was a 
difference of one and a half pounds each 
in favor of those supplied with charcoal 
They were the fattest, and their meat 
was superior in point of tenderness and 
flavor.—.Farm J\retrs. 


A Canadian dairy farmer found out 


what the Babcock test would do for him 
He had twenty-four cows aud two hired 
men. 
He tested the cows and found 
that eight of them did not pay for their 
keep. He disposed of the eight and one 
i.ired man. At the end of the year he 
louiid that he had made aa much money 
y.3 when be bad kept the twenty-four 
cows and two hired men.

Col. 0. A. Woodruff, ol tbe Commissary 


Depot of New York, has posted a bulletin 
board, calling for bids for "fresh meat, 
rendered boneless, suitable for feeding 
cats, to be delivered at the storehouse of- 
fice on snch days as may be designated, 
and in such quantities as may be required."
